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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection is maintained wherein the examiner 
relies on a known constant as disclosed in the reference ( a 5 second heat step) to establish the duration of the heated substrate. Thus 
based on the duration of heating and the length of heating element the rate of the conveyor can be determined. The calculated conveyor 
speed on the drawing would be 5 mm/s. However to confuse the situation, applicants have taken that rate as determined in the drawing 
and translated it directed to 0.3 m/min and compared that rate to the actual disclosed rate in the reference of 25 m/min to show a 
disconnect between the scale in the drawing to an actual scale method. When in fact knowing the heating time of 5 seconds at a rate of 25 
m/min (0.416 mm/sec) helps determine the actual size of the heating element which is approximated to be about 2.0 meters. KAMITANI 
meets the claimed process wherein the reference establishes that the temperature can exit the heating element at 153 and 152 degrees 
centigrade in Table 1 and 2 and meets the recited heating step (iv). The proportions in the drawing would also meet the cooling process 
as claimed. The rejection over KAMITANI is repeated . 
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
